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1) Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1, "lag" and 
"lags" (all occurrences) should be -lug- and lugs- respectively . Appropriate correction 
is required. 

2) The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3) Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Japan 502 (JP 8-156502) in view of admitted prior art (Figures 11 A, 11B) and 
optionally Japan 605 (JP 58-152605). 

Japan 502 discloses an agricultural wheel tire comprising alternating lugs 34 
separated by notches 37 and depressions wherein each depression is defined by an 
end surface of one lug and side surfaces of two other lugs. As can be seen from figures 
4 and 5, the depression (which is defined by three lugs) has a concave shape in the 
circumferential direction . Japan 502 does not recite providing the depression with a 
concave shape in the axial direction. However, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to provide Japan 502's lugs such that the depression is concave 
in the axial direction in addition to being concave in the circumferential direction and the 
corners of the lugs are curved to thereby provide the depression with a "substantially 
spherical shape" in view of (1) the suggestion from the admitted prior art to shape 
alternating lugs of an agricultural wheel tire such that a depression, defined by three of 
the lugs, is concave in the axial direction (Figure 11 B) and the corners of the lugs are 
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curved (Figure 1 1 A) and optionally in view of (2) the suggestion from Japan 605 to 
shape depression in a tread of a tire for use on soft ground such that it has a concave 
inner end and is concave in cross section (see figures).
